Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  wish  to  present  the  95th  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the 
Borough  of  Stafford  for  1972. 

During  the  year  there  were  844  (458  male  and  386  female)  births, 
giving  a  rate  of  15.5  per  1,000  population.  This  is  lower  than  last 
year  and  shows  a  continuous  fall  since  the  last  peak  or  “bulge”  in 
1963.  The  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  14.8.  Of  the  total 
live  births  56  were  born  illegitimate,  some  7  %  -  England  and  Wales 
9  %.  Nine  babies  born  alive  out  of  844  failed  to  survive  the  first  week, 
one  more  the  first  month  and  five  more  the  first  year. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimated  population  of  Stafford  for 
mid- 1972  is  54,530.  It  is  extremely  difficult  to  accept  this  figure  as 
the  actual  1971  April  Census  population  was  55,001  and  during  the 
year  1972  there  was  a  natural  (births  minus  deaths)  increase  of  206 
with  395  new  houses  plus  31  flats  added  to  the  total.  Perhaps  the 
computer  is  reluctant  to  accept  actual  figures  or  maybe  has  not  yet 
been  informed! 

The  deaths  (all  ages)  totalled  638  (324  males  -  314  females)  giving 
a  rate  (11.7  per  1,000  population)  which  has  remained  fairly  static 
over  the  years  and  an  improvement  on  England  and  Wales  (12.1  per 
1,000  population).  88%  of  these  deaths  occurred  at  an  age  over  55 
years,  73%  over  65  years  and  46%  over  75  years.  Of  the  deaths 
exceeding  75  years,  38%  were  males  and  62%  females.  Heart 
disease  and  Cancer  were  the  principal  causes.  Average  age  at  death 
of  males  was  66  years  and  females  70  years. 

Epidemiologically,  the  year  was  without  incident,  measles  being 
responsible  for  the  greatest  number  of  infectious  diseases  which  are 
notifiable.  During  the  year  378  children  were  immunised  against  this 
disease.  Poliomyelitis,  Smallpox  and  Diphtheria  are  noteworthy  by 
their  absence  and  long  may  this  continue. 

Lastly,  it  is  a  great  pleasure  to  extend  my  personal  thanks  to 
each  member  of  the  staff  over  whom  I  have  the  good  fortune  to 
preside  and  to  Dr.  Campbell  for  his  ever  willing  assistance  when 
required.

OCCUPATIONAL  HEALTH  SCHEME 

Statistics  are  given  separately  for  Officers  and  Manual  Workers 
in  Tables  Nos.  4  and  5,  and  in  each  case  sub-divided  into  various 
Departments. 

Section  1  shows  the  full-time  strength  in  the  various  Departments 
and  does  not  include  the  cases  of  manual  workers  from  the  Prison  or 
seasonal  casual  labour.  Where  a  full-time  employee  resigned  during 
the  year  and  was  replaced  by  another,  this  is  counted  as  one  person. 
The  second  line  in  this  table  shows  the  total  number  of  employees 
off  sick  during  the  year  and  does  not  include  recurrences  in  the  same 
person.  A  percentage  comparison  is  not  given,  as  obviously  this 
would  be  misleading  in  the  very  small  Departments. 

Section  2 — For  each  Department  the  number  of  incidents  or 
spells  of  sickness  is  shown  in  relationship  to  the  length  of  absence. 
Whenever  the  duration  exceeded  three  days  a  medical  certificate  was 
required.  Periods  less  than  three  dayscan  be  termed  as  uncertificated, 
casual  and  to  some  extent,  voluntary  sick  leave.  Comparison  can  be 
made  between  various  Departments  by  relating  the  number  of 
incidents  or  spells  of  sickness  to  100  staff. 

Sections  3  and  4  give  the  age  in  ten-year  periods  and  the  number 
of  employees  off  with  uncertificated  illnesses. 

Section  5 — This  shows,  for  each  Department,  the  sickness  rate 
which  can  be  defined  as  “the  number  of  days  absent  on  account  of 
illness  expressed  as  a  percentage  of  the  total  number  of  possible 
working  days”.  The  total  possible  working  days  has  been  estimated 
on  a  five-day  week  basis  for  comparison  between  Departments  and 
does  not  include  official  holidays  or  annual  leave,  which  has  been 
taken.  This  sickness  rate  has  been  estimated  for  uncertificated  and 
certificated  leave  with  a  total  for  both. 

Tables  Nos.  6  and  7  outline  the  reason  for  absence  for  Officers 
and  Manual  Workers,  divided  into  broad  medical  groups.

During  the  year  progress  has  been  maintained  on  the 
replacement  of  the  swimming  facilities  in  Stafford.  It  is 
extremely  difficult  to  maintain  the  high  standard  of  hygiene  that 
is  required  with  the  present  building.  However,  the  area  which 
the  public  use  has  received  a  face-lift  which,  it  is  hoped,  will 
last  a  further  ten  months. 

The  numbers  of  swimmers  during  the  year  remained 
steady. 

The  Sauna  Department  again  showed  a  steady  increase  in 
patrons  attending.  The  Warm  Baths,  however,  were  still  on  the 
decline,  following  the  national  trend  for  this  facility. 

School  swimming  has  stabilised  over  the  latter  few  years, 
owing  to  smaller  numbers  in  a  class  and  the  time-table  at  the 
Baths  being  used  to  capacity.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF 
PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


Reference  was  made  last  year  to  a  comprehensive  housing  survey 
being  undertaken.  This  has  been  completed  and  the  report  pub¬ 
lished.  It  is  probably  the  most  comprehensive  report  ever  of  the 
condition  of  the  housing  stock  in  the  town  setting  out,  as  it  does, 
proposals  for  the  elimination  of  unsatisfactory  housing  within  a 
decade.  The  solutions  posed  range  from  demolition  to  complete 
renovation,  depending  upon  the  individual  house.  As  a  programme 
it  is  ambitious,  calling  for  the  demolition  of  311  houses,  the  full 
modernisation  of  2,107  and  improvement  to  Standard  Grant  level 
of  665,  together  with  systematic  inspection  of  houses  to  secure 
repairs  aimed  at  preventing  structural  deterioration.  As  emphasised 
in  the  report,  this  can  only  be  achieved  if  adequate  resources  of 
manpower  and  money  are  made  available  and  if  owners  and 
occupiers  are  willing  to  co-operate  by  having  their  houses  improved. 

Legislation  continues  to  arrive  and  with  each  piece,  the  work¬ 
load  upon  the  Department  increases  to  some  degree,  and  while  a 
particular  Act  or  set  of  Regulations  might  not  in  itself  justify 
employing  additional  staff,  nevertheless,  the  combined  effect  of  several 
such  enactments  can  well  place  a  very  considerable  strain  upon  a 
Department  which  is  already  under  constant  pressure.  One  wonders 
whether  the  legislators  pause  to  reflect  upon  the  effects  of  the 
translation  of  their  efforts  into  the  practical  realities  in  the  field. 

Added  to  this  is  the  ever  increasing  demand  for  information  from 
outside  bodies,  information  which  has  to  be  researched,  so  consuming 
more  valuable  man  hours.  Inevitably,  too,  preparations  for  Local 
Government  Reorganisation  have  had  an  increasing  significance. 

Despite  these  factors,  the  establishment  has  not  been  increased 
though  a  review  cannot  be  long  delayed  if  progress  and  standards  are 
to  be  maintained. 

A  further  major  piece  of  legislation  to  arrive  during  the  year  was 
the  Housing  Finance  Act,  1972.  Much  has  been  said  and  written 
elsewhere  by  others  concerning  the  more  controversial  part  of  this 
Act  but  little  seems  to  have  been  recorded  about  the  effect  of  it  on  the 
private  housing  sector.  Stated  briefly,  the  main  effects  will  be  the 
introduction  of  a  rent  allowance  scheme  for  private  tenants,  a  pro¬ 
vision  to  enable  the  landlord  to  convert  a  controlled  tenancy  to  a 
regulated  one  on  certification  by  the  Council  that  the  house  has 
standard  amenities  and  is  in  good  repair,  the  progressive  conversion 
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of  controiled  tenancies  of  other  than  unfit  houses,  the  introduction  of 
formal  rent  agreements  between  landlord  and  tenant  and  giving  the 
Council  the  power  to  refer  an  agreement  of  rent  to  the  Rent  Officer 
if  it  is  considered  excessive.  What  this  means  is  that  eventually  all 
tenancies  in  the  private  sector  will,  by  one  means  or  another,  become 
regulated  ones  and  rents  arrived  at  either  by  the  Rent  Officer  or  by 
agreement  between  the  parties  concerned  with  a  rent  allowance  scheme 
available  to  assist  tenants  where  this  income  is  such  as  to  make  the 
rent  unduly  burdensome. 

Considerable  national  publicity  has  also  been  effective  in  certain 
fields,  in  particular  resulting  in  the  introduction  of  controlling 
legislation  following  instances  of  alleged  indiscriminate  dumping  of 
toxic  wastes.  It  is  perhaps  not  generally  appreciated  that  in  the 
normal  course  of  operation,  industry  quite  legitimately  produces 
significant  quantities  of  waste  of  very  complex  nature,  some  of  which 
can  be  regarded  as  dangerous.  With  careful  control  much  of  the 
industrial  waste  can  be  safely  disposed  of  by  conventional  methods 
but  certain  products  require  highly  specialised  knowledge  in  the 
storage  and  handling  or  treatment  prior  to  ultimate  disposal  to  avoid 
environmental  hazards  being  created.  To  cope  with  this  situation 
makes  it  necessary  to  know  what  chemical  complexes  are  involved, 
what  amounts  are  involved,  what  disposal  facilities  exist  and  at  the 
same  time  to  provide  an  adequate  deterent  against  indiscriminate 
dumping  of  waste  so  as  to  cause  danger  to  people,  animals  or  pollute 
water  supplies.  The  Act  introduced  this  year  certainly  provides 
adequate  penalties  -  for  certain  offences,  up  to  5  years’  imprisonment 
and/or  an  unlimited  fine.  It  also  introduces  a  system  of  notification 
to  authorities  from  whose  area  specific  classes  of  waste  are  removed 
and  in  whose  area  disposal  takes  place,  so  enabling  a  total  picture  of 
the  problem  to  be  assembled. 

Additionally,  a  national  survey  of  tipping  resources  has  been 
instituted  with  emphasis  on  geological  and  hydrological  consideration 
of  sites.  A  considerable  amount  of  additional  work  is  already  being 
generated  by  these  measures. 

Following  a  tragedy  at  an  amusement  park,  nationally  the  whole 
question  of  safety  at  fairgrounds  received  considerable  attention. 
Discussions  were  held  between  the  Home  Office  and  Local  Authority 
Associations  during  which  the  present  legislative  position,  the 
existing  voluntary  schemes  of  control  and  further  lines  of  action 
were  considered.  Organisations  concerned  with  the  prevention  of 
accidents  and  matters  of  safety  have  been  active.  No  less  concerned 
have  been  ,  those  bodies  representing  the  owners  and  operators  of  the 
machines  and  apparatus  which  go  to  make  up  what  to  every  child  and 
many  adults  is  the  thrill  of  the  fair.  From  all  this  activity,  concern 
and  earnest  consideration,  the  hope  is  that  safety  will  be  improved 
still  further  and  that  pleasure  is  not  overshadowed  by  grief.  For  its 
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part,  the  Council  is  actively  seeking  to  introduce  byelaws  aimed  at 
ensuring  that  fairs  are  properly  conducted. 

It  is  gratifying  to  record  appreciation  of  continuing  efforts  of  the 
staff  generally,  of  the  co-operation  of  other  Departments  and  of  the 
support  of  the  elected  Members.

The  Water  Engineer,  Mr.  J.  Brooke,  has  kindly  supplied  the 
following  information: — 

“The  principal  work  in  hand  during  the  year  has  been  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  new  sourceworks  at  Weston  Jones,  which  is  now 
fully  operational. 

A  tender  has  been  accepted  for  the  construction  of  a 
10,000  cubic  metre  reinforced  concrete  service  reservoir  at 
Butterhill  which  should  be  completed  and  in  service  by  the 
end  of  September,  1973. 

Preliminary  investigations  are  being  made  into  the 
feasibility  of  new  sourceworks  at  Peggs  Farm,  and  a  new 
service  reservoir  at  Peasley  Bank. 

Lengths  of  mains  laid  during  the  year  amounts  to  some 
9,014  metres,  comprising  5,434  metres  by  direct  labour  and 
3,580  by  Contract.”

Testing  does  not  stop  at  determining  the  quality  -  the  safety  must 
also  be  guaranteed.  To  this  end  a  further  74  samples  were  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination.  Of  these,  57  samples  were  taken 
during  distribution  and  17  at  the  reservoir,  both  of  raw  water  and 
following  chlorination.  All  samples  were  satisfactory. 


Public  Swimming  Baths 

Water  is  supplied  initially  from  the  town’s  mains  and  re¬ 
circulated  through  the  treatment  plant,  the  capacity  of  which  ensures 
a  complete  change  of  water  every  2^  hours.  Before  re-entry  to  the 
main  pool,  the  water  is  passed  through  rapid  filters,  heated  and 
chlorinated.  The  main  pool  is  80  feet  6  inches  long  and  33  feet  wide, 
the  depth  being  3  feet  to  6  feet. 

Periodic  sampling  for  bacteriological  purposes  is  undertaken 
and  though  generally  the  water  reaches  the  required  standard,  on 
occasions  it  would  appear  difficult  to  maintain  this  standard. 
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Drainage  and  Sewage 

The  Borough  Engineer  and  Surveyor  has  kindly  supplied  the 
following  information : —

Routine  sampling  of  the  final  effluent  from  the  works  has  con¬ 
tinued  and  this  has  shown  that  the  works  is  now,  for  a  period  in  excess 
of  80  %  of  the  time,  producing  an  effluent  which  in  quality  conforms 
to  the  Trent  River  Authority’s  requirements.  The  quality  of  the 
effluent  based  on  random  spot  samples  as  taken  by  the  Trent  River 
Authority  and  the  Staffordshire  County  Council  indicates  that  only 
0.7  %  of  the  samples  failed  to  meet  the  standard  requirements. 

The  population  served  by  the  works  is  given  as  61,532,  54,890 
being  contributed  from  the  Borough  itself,  the  remainder  from  the 
rural  district  areas  of  Milford,  Walton,  Beaconside,  Coppenhall, 
Hopton  and  Cannock.  The  population  given  for  the  Borough  does 
not  take  account  of  the  floating  student  population,  hospital  popula¬ 
tion,  prison  population  and  some  of  the  R.A.F.  personnel,  and  it  is 
estimated  that  the  works  is  now  dealing  with  a  total  contributing 
population  of  64,000. 

The  total  flow  treated  at  the  works  during  the  year  was 
1,320,989,300  (i.e.,  an  average  daily  flow  of  3.619  m.g.d.).  This  is  an 
increase  on  the  flow  for  the  previous  year.  The  average  dry  weather 
flow  recorded  for  the  period  2nd  to  6th  October,  1972,  is  3.406  m.g.d. 
and  this  conforms  with  the  definition  of  a  dry  day,  i.e.,  a  day  that 
follows  a  period  of  seven  successive  dry  days,  during  which  time  the 
rainfall  was  less  than  0.01  ins. 

Sludge  Disposal 

Tankering  of  sewage  sludge  to  farmland  has  continued,  and  from 
a  total  raw  sludge  yield  of  6,195,474  gallons  some  3,302,060  gallons 
of  digested  sludge  were  disposed  of  by  this  method.  Difficulties  with 
regard  to  the  operation  of  the  primary  sludge  digestion  unit 
necessitated  the  by-passing  of  1,142,660  gallons  of  undigested 
sludge,  which  were  filter  pressed  in  the  sludge  pressing  plant  and 
disposed  of  without  giving  rise  to  public  nuisance  as  a  result  of  any 
offensive  odour  being  given  off. 

In  connection  with  the  operation  of  the  sludge  pressing  plant,  a 
number  of  trials  were  carried  out  using  different  chemical  conditioners, 
but  the  results  were  so  poor  as  not  to  justify  proceeding  further  with 
those  chemicals;  based  on  our  experience  over  the  last  two  years,  it 
seems  evident  that  aluminium  chlorohydrate,  which  is  the  chemical 
being  used  at  the  sewage  works,  is  possibly  the  most  suitable 
conditioner  that  can  be  obtained  at  the  present  time  for  the  type  of 
sludge  being  produced  at  the  works.

Trade  Effluent 

One  additional  consent  was  issued  for  the  discharge  of  industrial 
effluent  to  the  public  foul  sewer,  bringing  the  total  number  of  consents 
in  effect  during  the  year  for  the  discharging  of  industrial  effluent  to  39. 
As  a  result  of  fairly  extensive  trade  effluent  control  and  the  incidence 
of  the  installation  of  metering  equipment,  it  is  interesting  to  note 
that  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  volume  of  industrial  effluents 
discharge  to  the  public  foul  sewer  during  the  year. 

Future  Extensions 

Following  an  enquiry  early  in  the  year,  the  Ministry’s  approval 
for  the  extending  of  the  sewage  works  was  given,  and  these  extensions 
should  commence  during  late  1973. 

Pumping  Stations 

Some  difflculties  with  regard  to  deterioration  of  the  Lammascote 
to  Brancote  rising  main  were  experienced  and  work  is  in  hand  for 
repairs  to  be  undertaken  early  in  1973. 

The  ejector  system  of  sewage  pumping  was  replaced  during  the 
year  and  submersible  pumps  were  installed  at  Stychfields,  St.  Georges 
and  the  Hough.  Some  difflculties  with  regard  to  operation  of  these 
stations  have  been  experienced,  but  it  is  hoped  that  these  will  soon  be 
eliminated  and  that  the  modernisation  of  the  sewage  pumping  system 
will  result  in  a  more  reliable  and  improved  system.  The  original 
system  was  laid  down  in  the  1890’s.

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Notification  of  Accidents 

During  1972,  of  12  notified  accidents,  12  were  investigated.  2 
concerned  adult  females,  1  a  boy  and  9  adult  males.  5  of  the  accidents 
occurred  in  retail  shops,  4  in  offices  and  3  in  catering  establishments. 
None  of  the  accidents  was  fatal. 

One  of  the  accidents  involving  a  male  could  have  been  a  fatal  one, 
involving  as  it  did  a  dangerous  practice,  namely  the  parking  of  a  line 
of  goods  transporters  on  a  steep  slope  with  the  brakes  applied  only  on 
the  leading  vehicle  with  the  consequence  that  on  removal  of  that 
vehicle,  the  others  became  runaways,  resulting  in  an  employee  being 
trapped  against  a  wall.  The  practice  has  been  prohibited  and  safety 
directives  issued  to  all  concerned.
